Bio bits: Barry Pepper may not be a household name but he's one 
‘of those actors whose face you recognize, 

He was born on April 4, 1970 in Campbell River, B.C.,as the last 
cof three sons, When Pepper was just five years old his family hit the 
‘open seas in a homemade 50-foot vessel that would be their home 
for the next five years 

‘Once back in British Columbia, Pepper's family built a farm on 
Denman Island, a rural community about 16 miles from Courtenay, 
populated by hippies, poets and artists, Although heavily influenced 
by his environment, Pepper took an interest in playing sports while 
attending high school In college he studied marketing and graphic 
design but saw acting in his future after joining the Vancouver 
Actors Studio. 

But first, Pepper dipped his toes into the music industry. in the 
‘early ‘90s he was part of a short-lived pop band called Banned in 
the UK,, whose hit single "C'mon and Get My Love” earned the 
‘f0up a Juno nomination for Best Dance Recording,
